A copy of your request is enclosed. By letter dated December 20, 2018, you 
were notified in accordance with RTKL section 67.902(b) that PSP required an 
additional thirty days to prepare this final response to your request. 

In response to items 2 and 4, your request is granted. The Pennsylvania State 
Police Auto Theft Task Force receives information from the National Crime Insurance 
Bureau (NICB). The PSP receives “hot list” information from the service provider of the 
ALPR system. The service provider is Secure Watch 24. Secure Watch 24 has 
licensing agreements for the ALPR units to obtain the hot list from Mission Critical 911, 
who is contracted through Penn Dot to provide the “hot list” for the ALPR systems. 

In response to items 1, 2, the aggregate number of detections during the years of 

2016, 2017, and 2018, and the aggregate number of “hits,” during the years of 2016, 

2017, and 2018, the PSP determined it does not have any records in its possession, 
custody, or control that respond to your request. A supporting verification confirming 
this assertion accompanies this final response letter. Pursuant to the decision in Jenkins 
vs. Pennsylvania Department of State, "It is not a denial of access when an agency 
does not possess records and [there is no] legal obligation to obtain them (see, e.g. 
section 67.506 (d)(1).” Jenkins vs. Pa. Dep’t of State, Docket No. AP 2009-065 
(available at, http://openrecords.state.pa.us) . Please be advised that our office 
contacted the PSP Bureau of Criminal Investigation, Special Investigations Division, and 
the PSP Bureau of Patrol and were advised the PSP Auto Theft Task Force and the 
PSP Commercial Vehicle Safety Division (CVSD) do not share ALPR data with any 
agency or organization. Furthermore, The PSP Auto Theft Task Force and the PSP 
Commercial Vehicle Safety Division (CVSD) do not share “hot list” information. Lastly, 
the PSP does not retain any data collected by the plate readers; therefore, PSP would 
not have any data pertaining to the number of detections or “hits” for the years of 2016, 
2017, and 2018. 

To the extent that your request seeks or may be construed to seek records 
pertaining to covert law enforcement investigations, including, intelligence gathering and 
analysis, the PSP can neither confirm nor deny the existence of such records without 
risk of compromising investigations and imperiling individuals. Under No 
Circumstances, therefore, should this final response be interpreted as indicating 
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otherwise. In all events, should such records exist, they are entirely exempt from public 
disclosure under the RTKL and Criminal History Record Information Act, 18 Pa. C.S. §§ 
9101-9183. 

In closing, you have a right to appeal this response in writing to the Office of 
Open Records, 333 Market Street, 16*^ Floor, Harrisburg, PA 17126-0333. The 
appropriate OOR appeal form is available for your use at, 
https://www.dced.state.pa.us/public/oor/appealformqeneral.pdf . If you choose to appeal, 
you must do so within 15 business days of the mailing date of this response, and send 
to the OOR: 1) this response; 2) your request; 3) the reason or reasons why you think 
PSP wrongfully denied your access to the requested records, (a statement identifying 
any flaws in the reasons provided above as to why a requester is not subject to access 
the requested records under the RTKL).

I, Kim Grant, Deputy Agency Open Records Officer of the 
Pennsylvania State Police (PSP or Department), am authorized to prepare 
this verification on the Department’s behalf in response to PSP/RTKL 
Request N° 2018-1146. Accordingly, on this 22nd day of January, 2019, I 
verify the following facts to be true and correct, to the best of my knowledge 
or information and belief: 

1. lam familiar with PSP/RTKL Request N° 2018-1146, which is 
attached to this verification. 

2. Utilizing the information provided, I searched all Departmental 
databases, to which I have access, for evidence of any PSP 
records that may respond. 

3. In response to items 2 and 4, the requestor was advised, the 
Pennsylvania State Police Auto Theft Task Force receives 
information from the National Crime Insurance Bureau (NICB). 

The PSP receives “hot list” information from the service 
provider of the ALPR system.
